BEE KEEPERS’ COLUMN. 


EDITED BY N. LEVERING. 


Dronts, 


BY E. 8. TU PPER. 


The office of the drone» was long a 
matter of mystery and disputation. 
When It was conceded that they were 
the males, aa a microscopic examina­ 
tion clearly showed, the question nat­ 
urally arose, “ Why, if there ia but 
one queen in a colony, and ahe already 
fertile, are 80 many dronea reared 
every year?” 
Many argued that the number of 
aurplua dronea aided to keep up the 
high temperature of the hive neceaaa- 
ry to the development of the young 
bees; but thia certainly is not the fact, 
since in the Spring, when they would 
be most useful for thia purpose, none 
are found in the hive. 
Strong colo­ 
nies begin to rear drones in May, and 
by the time these are about batching, 
a 
ueen cells are commenced. 
The of- 
ce of these drones ia evidently inten­ 
ded to be the fertilzatiou of the young 
queens. 
Nature 
always 
makes 
sure of 
enough for any purpose, and in the 
multitude of drones, when bees are 
kept, one or two stands in a place,! he 
safety of the young queens was pro­ 
vided for; but wheu many hives are 
kept together, the usual number of 
droues in one are sufficient for the 
queens of all, so that much honey is 
wasted every year on useless consum­ 
ers. 
Many hives have quantities of drone 
comb built while the colony was queen- 
less. It is a well established fact, that 
when there is no qeen in the hive, 
none but drone comb is built. 
Why 
the bees adhere implicitly to this way 
of doing things it is useless to specu­ 
late on; but the fact that they invari­ 
ably do it, has an important bearing, 
as will be seen. If a strong colony b« 
allowed to remain in an empty hive, 
they will, before the queen is ready to 
lay, nearly fill it with cells, suitable 
only for rearing drones or storing 
honey; and her majesty, finding few 
worker cells for her use, deposits 
drone eggs and the bees rear them. 
Thus iu my view of it, surplus drones 
are often, if uot always, the result of 
accident. 
The movable-comb hives afford fa­ 
cilities for removing this comb, and 
thus restricting drone raising. 
It 
will be found best, however, never to 
remove all the drone comb in any 
hive—a little, say a few square inches, 
should be left; this will be occupied at 
the right season, and uo effort made 
to build more; but when ail is gone, 
they seem uneasy, and worker cells 
will be lengthened out, or drone comb 
built iu some unoccupied corner. 
The drones, invariably, are of the 
same variety as the qaeeu. If an Ital­ 
ian queen ia fertilized by a common 
drone, the workers raised from her 
eggs, will partake of the marks both 
of the black and Italian varieties; but 
her male progeny Is all invariably like 
herself. If a common queen, as often 
happens, meets an 
Italian drone, 
though many of her worker progenéy 
will show the Italian marks, all her 
drones will be of the common sort. 


Our Italian Queans. 


We received last week four fine Ital­ 
ian queens from the apiary of Newton 
Levering, of Orofino, Cal. Mr. L. is 
one of the oldest apiarians in the 
State,and has perhaps the finest stock 
of pure Italians. We were very much 
E 
leased with our royal pets of golden 
ue. Had they been as dark as a Mo­ 
doc or as black as the ace of spades 
the enormous express charges were 
enough to make them appear as yel­ 
low as the gold of Ophlr. Their ma­ 
jesties arrived in good order, and have 
entered into new scenes and formed 
new associations. When we intro­ 
duced them and saw them surrounded 
by a retinue of tiny subjects who 
seemed to vie with each other iu tneir 
attentions to their new sovereigns,our 
admiration was wrought up to fever 
heat and as we watched the royal re­ 
ception and beheld these welcome dig­ 
nitaries walking forth with stately 
tread and queenly airs, robed in their 
golden colors, without pull-back or 
chignou, and attended by their loyal 
subjects, we involuntarily exclaimed: 
O beautiful golden queen, 
The fairest th a t eye halli seen, 
W llh stately tread she dolU 1 ..m 
O’er snowy fields 01 comb. 
When the muse suddenly dropped 
into our memory box the following 
beautiful lines:

THE EM PEROR AND THE MAN. 


There is a comical, or humerous 
side to everything in hum an nature, 
and we can but smile at the national 
episode upon the welcome of the E m ­ 
peror of Brazil to the American coast. 
The features of the occurrence are 
characteristic upon both sides, and to 
whom the honor of chastity in de­ 
meanor belongs, the sober judgm ent 
of the people will decide. 
At the first 
greeting we have a meeting of the two 
extremes—Imperialism and Democ­ 
racy represented by their hereditary 
and chosen exponents; and it is quite 
proper to ask, in this meeting which 
of the two Ideas were the best repre­ 
sented. The so-called representatives 
of Democratic institutions presented 
themselves in the attitude of vassals to 
the idea of nobility, and the heredita­ 
ry monarch, at whose command an 
empire bows gracefully, responded by 
saying that he wished to be received 
by a Democracy as a Democrat, and 
preferred no homage from a people 
not his own. 
The career amongst us 
of our Imperial visitor is not unim ­ 
portant, for the reasons th a t all of the 
surroundings of the Incident are full 
of lessons that may well be carefully 
considered. It was once said that the 
legitimate and hereditary aristocrat 
was the best Democrat in the expres­ 
sions of the instincts of manhood in 
the dally intercourse with fellow-men. 
The history of the world has proved 
this beyond contradiction; and yet, in 
the exercise of those instincts which 
are the inherent essence of true nobil­ 
ity, when not distorted, the purer 
the pedigree the purer the m an;— 
and in the-history of our own day and 


generation we have had exhibitions 
of the fact that whatever the station, 
whatever the nation, however exalted 
iu lineage, from the throne or the 
peasant’s cot, “ a m an’s a man for a ’ 
that.” The Prince of Wales came 
-among us with all the eclat that could 
attend the heir apparent to the throne 
of one of 
the greatest nations of 
earth. The sycophantic exhibitions 
of obsequious demostration . were ten­ 
dered witb all the esseuce of toaiiyism 
that American ingenuity could de­ 
vise, and were accepted by the young 
representative of the crown wilh an 
air of self-gratulation, accepting the 
tribute as a m atter of right. To sober 
minded Americans the demonstra­ 
tions were offensive, iu th at they 
showed a truckling obsequiousness to 
royalty. 
A proper respect for the 
prospective head of a friendly nation 
was well enough, and indeed em inent­ 
ly proper, but in this instance the 
thing was overdone, aud in point of 
fact, the recipients of suchdemonstaa- 
tions of toadyism actually laughed in 
their sleeves. 
Prince Napoleon and 
the Grand Duke Alexis have paid us a 
visit as a compliment,as well as for the 
purpose of studying our institutions. 
They came as visitors—were received 
as friends, and returned as they came, 
without any ostentatious display of a 
claim to au assumed right by the 
grace of God to the homage of all 
mankind. 
Yet in both of these cases 
a degree of snobbishness was m ani­ 
fested in the bestowal of attentions 
that reflected no credit on the parve­ 
núes who sought the smiles of nobil­ 
ity. Our present guest comes to us 
not as the Em peror of Brazil but as 
Dom Pedro de Alcantara, accepting 
no attentions than such as would be 
given to any distinguished stranger or 
the common civilities due to the most 
prom inent representative of a nation. 
His rebuke to the toadies of our pres­ 
ent effete administration showed that 
under the purple robes or the common 
garb of manhood the Emperor of a 
great and progressive nation required 
no further greeting than that of man 
to man as bestowed in the common 
interchange of the courtesies of life. 
The hereditary ruler asks to be ac­ 
cepted and welcomed as a man rather 
than as one who demands servile hom­ 
age wherever he goes. 
Here is a les­ 
son for our American parvenúes to 
learn, and th at is that the truest no­ 
bility is ouly demonstrated by the 
truest and most independent m an ­ 
hood. 


CROP PROSPECTS. 


The stranger taking a ride over ei­ 
ther of the railroads running out of 
this city cannot but be impressed 
with the prolific character of the soil 
over which he passes. 
And another 
fact will also impress him, which is 
the large acreage of cultivated land 
that meets his gaze on every side. 
People at a distance are accustomed to 
think of L09 Angeles valley as a rich 
body of soil only partía* 1 y cultivated. 
This is true iu a general sense. There 
is a broad area of soil in our valley 
that has never felt the plow share. 
But the number of acres now seeded 
is largely iu excess of any former 
year, and the crop prospects are bet­ 
ter than for the past eight or ten sea­ 
sons, 
Along the Anaheim road one 
sees broad fields of barley, rye and 
corn all growing finely. 
About Dow­ 
ney the fields look unusually promis­ 
ing. The same gratifying sight pre­ 
sents itself along the roads leading to 
Orange and Santa Ana. 
San Jose 
valley, from the San Gabriel river to 
aud beyond Spadra, never looked so 
well as now. Down about Florence 
aud around Compton the farmers have 
seeded largely and their fields promise 
an abundant harvest. 
Everywhere 
the prospect for a large yield is very 
encouraging, aud 
everywhere the 
farmers are happy and content. The 
soli products of Los Angeles valley 
this year will perhaps double those of 
auy former season. 


Republican State Convention. 


The Republicon State Convention 
which met at Sacramento on the 26th 
inst., made u p a platform which avows 
undimlni9hed faith in the integrity of 
the Republican party; approves the 
action of those prosecuting and pun­ 
ishing official dishonesty; believes in 
an economical administration of the 
government; deprecates the presence 
of the Chinese, and favors such meas­ 
ures a8will prevent their coming here;

wants to pay the national debt in gold 
coin. It asserts that the Democracy of 
this State is not to be trusted, ami 
charges th at the Democratic party 
commenced the rebellion which can 
only be kept from breaking out again 
by retaining the Republican party in 
power. 
A resolution condemning the 
third term proposition was withdrawn.

First Congressional District—John 
M artin and S. Heich, both Blaine 
men. 
Second—L H. Foote, of Sacramento, 
and E. H. Dyer, of Alameda. Foote 
is a Bristow man, and Dyer is for 
Blaine. 
Third—N. D. Rideout, of Yuba, and 
A. D. W hitney, of Sonoma, 
both 
Blaine men. 
Fourth—N. B. Gonzales, of M onte­ 
rey, and Josiuh Belden, both Bluine 
men.

The minutes of the previous meet­ 
ing were read and approved. 
The Mayor reported the collection 
of $112 for fines and $ 10 for sale of 
Cemetery lot; also sale of $4311.25 in 
water permits. Filed. 
The Special Committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Waldron and Huber, report­ 
ed favorably 011 the petition of J. F. 
Ward and others for franchise for 
street railroad. 
Referred back to 
Committee for petition of property 
owners along the proposed route in fa­ 
vor of franchise. 
City Attorney in­ 
structed to draft ordinance. 
The Committee 011 Finauce reported 
that Don Pio Pico refused to make 
any settlement on the delinquency of 
tiie late City Treasurer and conse­ 
quently the otjier sureties would not 
conclude their arrangements. They 
recommended that suit for recovery 
be commenced at once. 
The Com­ 
mittee 
further reported that they 
could not make a loan 011 behalf of the 
city without giving ample security, 
which they could not otter. 
Report 
received and the City Attorney in­ 
structed to commence suit at once 
against the sureties of J. J. Melius. 
The Committee 011 Zanjas reported 
that the Woolen Mill ditch was in bad 
condition, and that they had instruct­ 
ed the Zanjero to clean and repair the 
same as soon as possible. 
Report 
filed and approved, it being deter­ 
mined that the costs of such repairs 
and cleaning should be charged to the 
Woolen Mill Company. 
Tbe Committee on Lands reported 
favorably on the petition of Ylanio 
Ybarra for deed to certain property. 
Referred back to tbe Committee fur 
one week. 
Tbe Marshal reported the abate­ 
ment of nuisances as ordered by the 
Council. 
The Zaujero reported a sale of water 
permits to ihe amount of $420.35. 
He 
asked for an appropriation of $300 to 
pay men employed during the past 
week. Report filed and appropriation 
granted. 
A protest was received from G. W. 
Morgan against brokei’s tax, asking 
that it be reduced to $10 per quarter. 
Referred to the Committee on F i­ 
nance. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Public Works giving no­ 
tice that they had filed their bonds 
and are now prepared to enter upon 
the discharge of their duties. 
Mr. Kuhrts moved that the com­ 
munication be filed. 
Mr. Huber wanted it referred to the 
City Attorney and a committee. 
Mr. Lichteuberger favored laying it 
011 tiie table. 
The Mayor urged the utmost caution 
in dealing witli this matter. 
The communication was finally re­ 
ferred to a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Huber, Lichteuberger, Mul- 
laily, Gerkeus and Campbell, and the 
City Attorney, on the following vote: 
Ayes—Lichteuberger, Huber, Camp­ 
bell, Waldron, Teed, Sotelo, Gerkeus 
and Mullally. 
Noes—Kuhrts and 
Workman. 
Mr. Gerkeus hoped that the Council 
would proceed in the discharge of its 
functions as formerly, paying no at­ 
tention to the law lately enacted. He 
did not advocate proceedings where 
assessments were to be levied on pro­ 
perty owners. He desired to have tiie 
question 
put as a motion, but the 
Mayor disfavored the measure au d it 
was passed for the time without ac­ 
tion. 
A petition was received from B. L. 
Peel, asking the Council to appoiut 
him Police Judge. Similar communi­
